Selectmen, FinCom 


Differ On Cuts 


The selectmen and finance 
committee met jointly Tuesday 
night and failed to agree on the 
FinCom’s suggested hacking of 
an additional $90,000 from the 
town manager’s budget. 

The board ‘will meet again 
after the selectmen receive in 
writing, some of the 
recommended budget cuts. 

The selectmen were able to 
see some of the suggested cuts, 
but the FinCom has chipped 
away at 60 of 99 items in the 
budget, which the selectmen 
and manager would like to see 
in more detail. 

Already cut before FinCom 
consideration was almost $200,- 
000 by the selectmen. 

Among the items suggested 
for deletion by the FinCom 
Tuesday night were $9,000 for 
mosquito control, $30,000 for 
outside water meters, $10,000 
for sidewalk maintenance, the 
participation in the Greater 
Lawrence Drug Rehabilitation 
program, $10,000 in the sand 
and salt account. 

Among the items the 
selectmen and manager would 
like to see more clearly is the 
recommended general 10 poer- 
cent cut in office supplies for all 
departments. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin expressed concern over 
the arbitrary cutting of the 
budgets noting there should be 
some feeling for such unknowns 


as the cost of fuel and power in 
the coming months. 

The Finance committee has 
yet to finish its work on the 
warrant, thus appear to be 
behind schedule on affording 
the board with all their 
recommendations. 

It is expected that the 
FinCom will supply the more 
detailed accounting of their 
requests to the selectmen and 
have another joint meeting with 
them, probably tonight, to ex- 
amine the overall budget 
further.

Andover has its first woman 
selectman and a_ gruelling 
school committee race ended 
up with a decisive victory for 
so-called traditionalist can- 
didates as a result of the annual 
town election Monday. 

Mrs. Janet D. Lake, top vote 
getter in contested offices is the 
first woman to serve on the 
board of selectmen, with Dr. 
Francis E. Griggs being re- 
elected to the school committee 
along with George F. Olesen, 
Jr. 

School custodians won civil 
service status by a slim margin 
on their second attempt. It was 
defeated a year ago. 

Other questions on the ballot 
dealing with administrative 
changes in the public works 
department and changes in the 
town manager charter, passed 
easily. 

The school committee race 
commanded most of the atten- 
tion of the campaign this year, 
with two teams contesting for 
election. Griggs, seeking re- 
election was paired with Olesen 
and Francis J. Hill, Jr., 
defeated in a bid for re-election 
to the committee a year ago, 
was joined by Dr. Larry L. 
Larsen in most of the pre- 
election campaigning. 

With 43 per cent of the voters 
turning out on Monday, Griggs 
and Olesen were endorsed over 
the Larsen-Hill team. Griggs 
had 3,662 votes, Olesen, 3,082, to 
Larsen’s 2,237 and Hill’s 1,979. 
Peter D. Pingree, a Lawrence 
school teacher received 204 
votes, while Carl D. Sykes who 
withdrew prior to the Monday 
ballotting, still received 136 
votes. 

Mrs. Lake, received 4,271 
votes in her successful attempt 
to become the first woman to 
serve as selectman. There have 
been at least three prior women 
candidates, 


New School Board 


Milton Greenberg, seeking 
re-election to another three 
year term as selectman, easily 
won endorsement with 3,962 
votes. Donald I. Richmond, 
making his second attempt in 
as many years garnered 1,687 
votes in the selectmen contest. 

The voters turnout was 5,814 
out of a total registration of 13,- 
485. 

Griggs and Olesen captured 
substantial majorities in all 
precencts except six, where 
Larsen was the top vote getter 
followed by Griggs and Hill. 

The school custodians squeek- 
ed out their civil service status 
2,730 to 2,654. Town officials 
had spoke against the proposal, 
but the custodians worked 
diligently to win their benefits, 
lost by a close margin a year 
ago. 

In the other ballot questions, 
the time for submitting the an- 
nual budget was approved in 
order to conform to the new 
fiscal year and the selectmen 
were endorsed as the policy 
making board of the town. 

Public works administrative 
positions were removed from 
civil service status. All of the 
items were approved by town 
meeting votes previously and 
needed approval of the general 
election to be official. 

The final results were known 
less than an hour after the polls 
closed at 8 p.m. Monday. The 
computer processing had 
cumulative totals for the public 
Shortly before 9 p.m. Official 
results were announced by 
Town Clerk Elden R. Salter, 
with the write-in votes included 
shortly after 9 p.m.

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Speed-Up In 
Solar Energy

One benefit of the energy crisis 
may turn out to be a.speed-up in 
the practical use of solar energy - 
- a speed-up which few would 
have predicted a year ago. 

The House of Representatives 
has passed with an overwhelming 
majority a bill which would 
provide for the demonstration 
and development of solar heating 
and systems for combined solar 
heating and cooling of homes and 
businesses. On February 13, by a 
vote of 253 to 2, the House passed 
the Solar Heating and Cooling 
Demonstration bill. 

On Feb. 25, the Senate 
Aeronautical and Space Sciences 
Committee began hearings on the 
Senate companion bill. Quick ac- 
tion is expected in the Senate, 
with the bill probably going to the 
White House by the middle of 
April. 

It is already feasible, with 
current solar heating technology, 
to use solar heat for residential 
and commercial buildings. Solar 
heat can cool a home in the 
summer and heat it in the winter. 
For cool and cloudy climates 
such as New England a 
supplementary heat source 
would be necessary ‘for long 
cloudy spells, but even with this 
limitation a tremendous amount 
of fuel can be saved. 

According to the House bill just 
passed, $50 million is authorized 
over the next five years for 
developing and demonstrating 
the use of solar energy. Three 
priorities for locating solar 
heating and cooling demonstra- 
tion projects are established: 
projects must be built in widely 
varying climatic regions, some 
must be in areas of heavy popula- 
tion density, and special con- 
sideration must be given to areas 
where states or localities have 
already committeed funds for 
similar projects.

Fireplace 
Cooking 


By Wayne Hanley 


The first thing to learn when 
cooking at a fireplace is to avoid 
burning yourself to death. 

It may sound like a frivolous 
suggestion, but you should heed it 
early or you may flunk the course 
rather disastrously. The reason 
most of your ancestors mastered 
that bit of survival in the era of 
open fires was that they learned 
to crawl on the warmness of a 
hearth and passed or failed the 
test early. 

The bit of advice about 


fireproofing oneself perhaps was 


the most valuable imparted at a 
recent weekend at Old Sturbridge 
Village. A couple dozen moderns 
Spent Saturday and Sunday im- 
mersed in the life of an American 
farm family before 1820. They 


Spent the intervening night in a 


motel, of course, or few would 
have survived. 

The early American farm 
housewife wore ample skirts, 
partly to keep warm when more 
than a few feet from the 
fireplace and partly to shield 
against the intense heat when 
near it. She wore skirts of wool, 
one of the more flame-resistant 
fabrics. In addition, she was 
familiar with an open fire. 

The hazard to moderns not only 
is a total unfamiliarity with an 
open fire but also the modern 
fabrics. Carelessness in a cotton 
skirt can turn you into a torch. 
Some of the synthetics are even 
more hazardous. 

One might ask what such sub- 
jects have to do with nature. 
Well, an 1820 weekend gives one a 
better idea of how the human 
fared when living quite close to 
nature. When there were no 
trucks to deliver meat from the 
West or produce from the South. 
When petroleum was unknown 
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and a horse-shortage or fat- 
shortage were the only readily 
identifiable energy crisis in- 
gredients. 

It was an era of woodchopping. 
Few can comprehend today the 
volume of wood that went into 
the fireplace culture. It was an 
era of root vegetables and flour, 
served with meat from the farm 
or from the woods. The 
vegetables 


largely were 


potatoes, carrots and turnips; 5 


The flour was Indian maize 
(corn) meal, rye or wholewheat 
flour. The sugar was honey, 
molasses or maple. 

Perhaps the most surprising 
aspect of 1820 living to those who 
exist 150 years later was the 
amount of time required to 
prepare meals - - or do anything 
else, for that matter, since 
everything started from scratch.

data bank would be established to 
collect and disseminate solar 
heating and cooling information. 
Rep. Olin Teague of Texas, 
Chairman of the House Science 
and Astronautics Committee, 
pointed out that while this 
program will cost $10 million per 
year for the next five years, it 
would save fuel equivalent to 
about 600,000 barrels of oil per 
day if, within 15 years, five per 
cent of homes and buildings 
receive 80 per cent of their 
energy for space heating and 
cooling from solar energy. “‘At 
$10 a barrel, this would constitute 
a savings of $6 million a day, or 
about $2 billion a year for the 
people of this nation. This 
savings will, of course, continue 
to grow indefinitely into the 
future, aS we continue to use 
more and more of this inex- 
haustible, clean, free erergy.”’

New Tax Billing 
Plan Explained 


What well could scare the 
daylights out of many 
Massachusetts property owners 
and evoke the mightiest screams 
of their tax-paying lives will be 
the receipt in March of a six- 
months’ bill for real estate taxes, 
followed just three months later 
by a bill for a full year of taxes. 

But before you gather your 
neighbors and storm your local 
assessors’ offices, you should 
know that these official nitices 
won't mean quite what you may 
think. Oh, they’ll have to be paid, 
but not quite yet. 

Here’s what it’s all about, ac- 
cording to the Local Government 
Advisory Service of The First 
National Bank of Boston which is 
joining other voices in attemp- 
ting to ward off a statewide spr- 
ing uprising: 

First of all, the 12 months’ tax- 
es you paid last November as 
probably you have for years, in 
fact covered two-thirds of an 18- 
month transitional period during 
which the budgets of the Com- 
monwealth’s 351 cities and towns 
are being put on the same fiscal 
cycle as those of the Federal and 
state governments. This means 
changing the fiscal year from the 
long-standing January 1 - 
December 31 calendar year to a 
12-month period beginning on 
July 1 and ending the following 
June 30 


Now, since the new fiscal year

will start July 1, taxes for the 
final six months of the conver- 
sion period must be paid before 
that new fiscal year begins. 
Hence, property owners will be 
sent around mid-March a bill for 
those six months of taxes, 
payable May 1. This is the first 
difference to the taxpayer; he is 
being asked to pay by May 
roughly half of the taxes he would 
in the past have paid the follow- 
ing November. 


Then will come what may at 
first impact be a real shocker - a 
bill that local assessors must 
mail by June 15 for. a full year’s 
taxes. But, and it’s the big BUT 
of this whole explanation, that- 
bill may be pair in two semi- 
annual installments, the first by 
November 1, 1974, the second by 
May 1, 1975. 


And that’s the way it will be 
thereafter - one bill a year that 
can be paid in semi-annual in- 
stallments in November and 
May. 


One more key point: taxpayers - 
will pay no money in advance of 
municipal expenditures, although 
to effect the completion of the 
conversion, they will pay a half- 
year’s taxes before they would 
have under the old system. 
Offsetting this is the need to pay 
only a half year’s taxes next 
November.

The blue jays have begun cour- 
ting as thoough winter were en- 
ding. 

A rather rough winter it has 
been, too. Especially rough for 
the blue jays in eastern 
Massachusetts. One would have 
said, the blue jays of all New 
England. But what happens to 
blue jays in one area apparently 
does not happen to others in even 
relatively close proximity. We 
learned that rather thoroughly 
last year in reporting a scarcity 
of blue jays. A flood of letters 
poured in from all sections of the 
six-state area were blue jays 
were NOT scarce. 

What has been happening to 
blue jays in eastern 
Massachusetts remains a 
mystery. Well, not exactly a 
mystery: what happens to them 
is that a significant number of 
them drop dead. The only 
mystery concerns the agent of 
death. 

One sees a few snappy, bouncy 
blue jays around the feeder. 
Then, in a few days, one of the 
blue jays shows considerable 
signs of being pooped. The jay 
shows all the spirit of a human 
harboring walking pneumonia. It 
sits hunched up on the snow with 
its eyes closed. For a day or two, 
a human trying to pick up the 
bird merely causes it to flush. 
But unless a cat or natural death 
overtakes it, the bird finally 
reaches the state where it can be 
picked up. 

There are several diseases or 
parasites that might cause a blue 
jay to act this way. So far, Dr. 
George Faddoul of the Watlham 
Field Station has not found any of 
these agents in the post-mortems 
that he has done on several blue 
jays. The investigation is con- 
tinuing, 

Perhaps the die-off of blue jays 
is a highly localized situation. It 
may, indeed, explain why in the 
same area last winter blue jays 
were scarce. At this time no one 
really knows. 

Nor has there been any indica- 
tion of how widespread the die- 
off has been. Persons feeding 
birds ordinarily view anything 
that happens at their feeders as 
an entirely local event. 
| For this reason, James Baird, 
a New England ornithologist at 
Lincoln, seeks information from 
persons who have noticed dead or 
sick blue jays at their feeders. 
_He would like to know, as nearly 
as possible, the approximate 
dates on which an ill or dead blue 
jay was noted in the yard. Even if 
the date could be reduced no 
further than the month in which 
it occurred, it would be of some 
value. One could at least learn 
whether the die-off was a general 
phenomenon that occurred all 
over the region, or if it were a 
progressive thing that spread 
through the region. That is, 
assuming that it is general and 
not confined to eastern 
Massachusetts. 

If you live in eastern 
Massachusetts, or somewhere 
reasonably close to Lincoln, and 
you find a blue jay that died 
without any external indications 
of injury, Baird would be in- 
terested in obtaining the bird. 
With gas shortages and all, there 
is little likelihood that birds 
either can be delivered or picked 
up. If you find such a bird, keep it 
frozen and write Baird at the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society, 

Lincoln, Mass. 01773, for instrue- 
tions on how it might be used in 
the current wild bird deaths in- 
vestigation.

Stretch Your Food Dollar 
Using Vegetables Wisely 


With almost everything either in short supply or higher priced, 
Americans are finding ways to get more from the resources they use. 

This type of thinking can easily be applied to the task of feeding 
one’s family a well-balanced diet, says Rita Ruff, USDA extension 
home economist based in Milwaukee, Wis. Food budgets can often be 
stretched either by substituting one kind of food for another or by us- 
ing food products more efficiently, she says. 

“In the wake of rising food prices, many consumers are taking a 
close look at vegetable products to supplement the vitamins, 
minerals, and particularly, protein from meat and meat products,”’ 
says Miss Ruff. “‘And with careful menu planning, they can indeed 
utilize vegetable nutrients as an alternative or supplement to meat.” 

When we refer to protein in the human diet, Miss Ruff continues, we 
are talking about amino acids, which are required to build, maintain 
and repair healthy tissues and to meet other body needs. These amino 
acids are contained in protein. Many of the proteins in meat and 
animal products contain all the amino acids the human body requires, 
so menu planning with these products is relatively simple. 

‘‘However,”’ she notes, ‘‘other proteins contain only some of the es- 
sential amino acids. Vegetables usually contain these ‘incomplete’ 
forms of protein. 

“It is indeed possible to combine several vegetable products in one 
meal which bring together all the necessary amino acids that meat 
normally contains,’ she points out, ‘‘by applying adequate knowledge 
and some discretion. Combining vegetables with at least one animal 
product such as fish, eggs, cheese, or milk makes the task easier. Ex- 
tension offices throughout the country can offer guidance in selecting 
vegetables.” 

Different kinds of vegetables also vary in the type of vitamins and 
other nutrients they contain, Miss Ruff adds. Again, some knowledge 
is essential in orde: for the consumer to choose the right combination 
of vegetable products for a balanced menu. 

Besides actually replacing meat products with vegetables, con- 
sumers can stretch their food dollar by using vegetables more wisely, 
Miss Ruff adds, One easy step to increase efficiency in the kitchen iS 
simply to handle and prepare vegetables properly. This prevents loss 


a Naming and nutrients which often occurs before the food reaches 
1e table. 


Also, the home economist says, a family menu planner needs to 
know where vitamins and nutrients are concentrated within the 
vegetable, for example whether they are found mainly within the 
stems or the leaves of a given item. This will provide guidance for 
trimming and serving the vegetable so that nutrients are retained. 

One of the simplest - but often neglected - ways to encourage a fami- 
ly, particularly children, to eat more vegetables is to serve them in 
Ways attractive to both the eye and the palate, Miss Ruff concludes. 
Developing a special knowledge of your family’s taste and investing a 
little time to learn different and tempting recipes will enable the con- 
sumer to get more of the benefits from the vegetables she serves and 
to serve them more often.

Even Seeds 
Are Short 


In Supply 


The frost will be out of the 
ground before you know it, says 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture (MDA), and if 
you're planning a home garden 
this year you'd best start now to 
avoid disappointment. 

With a predicted shortage of 
vegetable seeds available to the 
consumer, the earlier you decide 
on, and buy your seeds, the surer 
you'll be of a harvest later on. If 
you don’t have seed catalogs yet, 
check with local garden supply or 
hardware store to see what’s 
available. 

Peas are about the earliest 
vegetable you can plant in these 
parts, says the MDA, because the 
plants are quite frost-resistant. 
You can plant the seeds in early 
April, because an occasional 
freeze after that time won’t 
damage them. By the second 
week in April you can start such 
commodities as radish, spinach, 
lettuce, cabbage, cauliflower and 
kale. Most others, like beans and 
squash, must wait until all fear of 
frost is gone - - about the middle 
of May. 

The USDA provides a planting 
calendar for all vegetables, in a 
most handy booklet that’s free 
upon request. ‘‘Growing 
Vegetables in the Home 
Garden,’’ Home and Garden 
Bulletin No. 202, may be had with 
a letter to Information Officer, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. 20250. 

The sap is beginning to run in 
the sugar maples, as daytime 
temperatures begin to stay in the 
40s, and drop back below freezing 
at night. A number of maple 
farms, mostly in central and 
western Massachusetts, invite 
visitors to watch the process, and 
to enjoy ‘“‘sugar on snow.”’ Car- 
pool a group on a weekend for an 
enjoyable time.

Legacy 
Of Parks 


By Polly Bradley 

A seaside park with benches 
where the elderly can relax: and 
watch the crashing waves...a 
marsh which welcomes 
thousands of ducks and geese, as 
well as hundreds of human 
observers . . . a pond with a foot- 
path around it, where young 
married couples like to come 
carrying their babies by papoose- 
a-pack . . . all over the country 
almost 11,000 projects to 
purchase and develop public out- 
door recreation areas have been 
funded half by the federal Land 
and Water Conservation Fund 
and half by the state or local 
communities. 

This year the program is con- 
tinuing - - unfortunately not fund- 
ed as strongly as many would like 
to see - - but it is nevertheless 
continuing, and gradually new 
areas are being added to the 
store of conservation lands which 
will be a ‘‘Legacy of Parks’’ for 
future generations. 

Of the $66 million appropriated 
nationally for the 1974 fiscal 
year, $4,280,861 went to the Six 
New England states. 

The following apportionments 
were announced by the Bureau of 
Outdoor. Recreation: 

Massachusetts - $1,105,011 

Connecticut - $831,117 

Rhode Island - $624,455 

Maine - $591,316 

New Hampshire - $577,851 

Vermont - $551,111 

Since the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund was started 
in 1965, over $24.5 million has 
been allocated to Massachusetts, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Natural 
Resources. In fiscal 1973, nearly 
$2.9 million was paid in reim- 
bursements to the Com- 
monwealth and its towns and 
cities. 

Massachusetts, like many 
states, also offers additional 
state aid to communities under- 
taking projects under the Land 
and Water Conservation Fund. 
By using both federal and state 
aid, a community may buy and 
develop recreational lands for 
only 25 per cent of the cost. The 
other 75 per cent may be paid for 
by the Land and Water Conserva- 
tion Fund and the Massachusetts 
Self-Help Program funds. 

Applications for Land and 
Water Conservation Fund grants 
are channeled through state Out- 
door Recreation Liaison Officers 
to the regional offices of the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation.

‘ditorial Comment 


A Punchard Reunion 


There are some rather apparent lessons to be learned. 


from Monday’s election, not the least of which is that An- 
dover voters have an ability to make decisions on their 
own, a factor we readily recognize. 

Much comment and judgment has been offered regar- 
ding the decision of the TOWNSMAN to render an 
editorial opinion on the candidates seeking school com- 
mittee and selectman positions in this year’s campaign. 

We feel as a responsible voice in the community, a 
newspaper has the right to offer its opinion and endorse- 
ment of those seeking public office. 

We also feel that such support does not provide for the 
successful candidates a blanket endorsement of future 
activities while in office. Coupled with the right to offer 
endorsement, is the even more acute responsibility to 
observe the activities of such office holders to insure that 
their actions will be in the best interests of the communi- 
ty, and we intend to pursue this duty. 

As an adjunct to the endorsement and subsequent com- 
mentaries of those displeased with our opinion, we would 
note one flyer which was apparently clacked off a 
mimeograph machine following last week’s publication. 

The flyer refers to Precinct six exercising control over 
Andover education and the town election. 

It questions, ‘‘Will you let the TOWNSMAN elect your 
school committee, or will you exercise your right to vote 
intelligently? Don’t let Precinct six lose another elec- 
tion.”’ 

The commentary goes on to note that apathetic 
response of Precinct six a year ago was appalling and 
‘“‘the choice our Precinct makes at the polls will deter- 
mine the future of education in Andover.”’ 

We would only comment that Andover is made up of 
more than a single Precinct, and trust that the 
educational concerns of the community stretch well 
beyond the borders of the southerly section of the town. 

While the commentary can be viewed in proper 
perspective in the heat of an election campaign, another 
printing charging ‘‘the team of Griggs-Olesen is a serious 
threat to education in A ndover,’’ must be viewed 
as downright insulting to many Andover residents. 

Produced by a ‘“‘pro-education’”’ group of ‘“‘Concerned 
Citizens to Retain Educational Progress,’ the flyer com- 
ments on the complacency of ‘‘pro-education can- 
didates’’ to follow through on selecting the makeup of the 
school committee letting the majority swing to the 
‘traditional candidates.’’ 

The most damaging commentary is contained in the 
opening paragraph which reads: 

‘‘Maybe you don’t remember or you didn’t live here 
when to send your child to the old Punchard High school 
instead of to a private school just about amounted to a 
decision not to encourage higher education for your child. 
When private schools became, for many, too expensive, 
education minded people became more vocal and 
organized their efforts to provide a good public school 
education for their children. That is how it was possible 
for the Andover school system to do a lot of ‘catching up’ 
in the 60’s.”’ 

We are familiar with a tremendous amount of bright, 
intelligent, successful graduates of Punchard High 
School, who have contributed much to their community. 

We trust they had an enjoyable reunion at the polls on 
Monday.

On Monday, something new was added with the retain- 
ing of some high school students to assist in the election 
processing in Precinct Four. With the new eligibility of 
young voters, some vacancies were filled by these newly 
enfranchised people, thus providing a nucleus for a con-

Cold, hard cash is not the way 
to pay your 1973 federal income 
tax, John E. Foristall, Acting 
IRS District Director for 
Massachusetts, said today. 

“Cash can get lost in the 
mail,’’ he said, ‘‘leaving the tax- 
payer without a record of 
payment.” 

For the sake of assuring 
proper payment and for keeping 
good records, Foristall said, tax- 
payers should use either checks 
or money orders payable to the 
Internal Revenue Service. That 
way, if the check or money order 
is lost, taxpayers can stop pay- 
ment and issue a new one. 

Another advantage of this type 
of payment, Foristall said, is 
that taxpayers can write their 
social security number on the 
check or money order and 
further assure proper identifica- 
tion with their account. 


Did Massachusetts act too 
quickly last November in chang- 
ing to a 50 mph speed limit? Did 
it cost the taxpayers a huge 
amount to then change back to 55 
mph? 

An in-depth study just com- 
pleted by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works has 
good news for Massachusetts 
taxpayer motorists. First, in the 
seven weeks that Massachusetts 
had a 50 mph speed limit 
(November 19, 1973 to January 7, 
1974), motorists saved an es- 
timated 3,350,000 gallons of gas- 
oline. This amount, equivalent 
to $1.5 million at 45 cents per 
gallon, was determined from 
radar speed studies and traffic 
counts on 841 miles of state 
highways. 

Second, the total cost for the 
two sign changes was only $26,- 
000 in manhours and materials 
($17,000 to change to 50 mph 
and $9,000 to change the 50 mph 
to 55 mph). This is a return to 
the motorist of $160 for every 
dollar invested in the extra sign 
change. 

And, if a ‘‘special dividend”’ is 
required, the Federal Depart- 
ment of Transportation reports 
the 18 states that had reduced 
speed limits for the month of 
December, 1973, had an average 
of 25.1 per cent fewer fatal ac- 
cidants compared to December,

Restricted 
Burning 
To Resume 


Open burning willresume next 
week for a month - with so many 
restrictions, it seems little will 
be allowed. 

Burning of grass, hay and 
leaves are specifically for- 
bidden by the state statute pass- 
ed last fall. 

All that will be allowed, 
beginning March 15, will be tree 
branches, brush, cane, 
driftwood, and forestry debris - 
and those only with sepcial 
written permit from the Fire 
Department, and only between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. 


Specifically allowed in the law 
are products associated with 
trimming and pruning trees at 
home (no complete trees 
allowed), preparing of the home 
garden (no grass, hay or leaves), 
commercial nursery tree trimm- 
ing and pruning, government 
nursery and forest tree trimm- 
ing and pruning, maintenance of 
existing ways, and removal of 
driftwood from beach and shore 
areas. 

The law does not allow burning 
to clear a site or road, burning of 
materials other than natural 
wood such as lumber, construc- 
tion debris, reduction of whole 
trees and stumps, or operation of 
a private or municipal refuse 
disposal area. 


No backyard incinerators or 
rubbish burning will be allowed, 
and open burning should not be 
permitted in densely populated 
areas, or where it would cause a 
nuisance, Smoke minimizing 
starters are also to be used. 

Open burning with the above 
restrictions and with that 
written permit - will be allowed 
by law through April 15.

Perfecting The Tomato 


Seven years ago man set forth 
to develop a perfect tomato. 
When ripe this tomato would be 
red but firm instead of soft. Most 
importantly, marketers would be 
able to ripen the tomato at will, 
thus cutting down the tremen- 
dous loss due to spoilage. 

Today such a tomato is at hand. 

The research was done by Dr. 
A. Karim Khudairi of 
Northeastern University, who 
has used two hormones that can 
be used to either inhibit or hasten 
ripening. Through the use of 
these hormones, tomato 
marketers can greatly control 
the ripening process. 

Dr. Khudairi describes the pre- 
sent system for ripening as “‘hit 
or miss.’’ Tomatoes are picked 
green, treated with a chemical 
called ethylene and then shipped 
north to market. Once at market 
they are often put in cold storage 
before reaching the shelves. 

The first problem is with 
ethylene - it’s dangerous. In 
order to retard the ripening 
process concentrated amounts of 
the chemical must be used after 
harvesting, but in such concen- 
trations it is explosive and must 
be handled cautiously. 

Even with the ethylene some 
tomatoes will spoil by the time 
they reach market, and still 
others will be damaged by the 
cold storage. 

Dr. Khudairi believes natural 
hormones would be more effec- 
tive and of crucial importance to 
the tomato producer. Green 
tomatoes could be dipped, 
sprayed or injected with 
gibberellin, the hormone that in- 
hibits ripening and then shipped 
north. During storage they would 
not have to be refrigerated but 
simple kept in a cool room. 

When the retailer was ready to 
market the tomatoes, he could 
treat them with abscisic acid, the 
hormone that hastens ripening. 
The tomatoes would ripen within 
five days instead of the normal 
two weeks.

Use of hormones offers the 
tomato industry better quality in 
terms of color, less loss due to 
spoilage and, most importantly, 
the ability to ripen the fruit at 
will. 

Although news of Dr. 
Khudairi’s research has spread 
through academic circles both 
here and in Europe, tomato 
producers apparently have not 
heard of it. 

“The principle of hormone in- 
volvement is not new,’’ Dr. 
Khudairi noted. ‘‘The hormones 
used are present within the 
tomato. By increasing the 
amount you can exaggerate a 
natural process, inhibiting or 
hastening the ripening as you 
wish.” 

Dr. Khudairi intends to con- 
tinue his post-harvest physiology 
research into the interaction of 
hormones. Among the things to 
be studied are the hormones 
which enhance the increase of 
beta carotene, the building block 
for Vitamin A, in a recently 
developed mutant tomato. 

Dr. Khudairi began his 
research with a $15,000 grant 
from the National Science Foun- 
dation. He spent a year on sab- 
batical at the University of 
Stockholm in 1972-73 on a grant 
from the Swedish National 
Science Council, during which 
time he lectured at 15 European 
colleges and universities on his 
hormonal research.
